nesses in the Schley nearing whom it 
was finally decided by the court to 
hearafter the testimony was called 
complete, were heard today. They were 
Prank B. Eichardson, who was on the 
press boat Premier, and George Lynch, 
who was on the press boat Somers. 
Both testified in Schley's favor con- 
cerning conversations with Captain 
Sigsbee off Santiago. 


Captain Sigsbee was called to the 


stand for the purpose of reviewing his 
previous testimony. 


Admiral Schley took the stand for 


the same purpose at 11.45. His voice 
was somewhat hoarse as he talked. 


It is expected that Mr. Hanna will 


begin the argument for the govern- 
ment this afternoon. 


Now that the evidence is complete, 


naval ofiufficers are debating the prob- 
able findings of tfce court. Those who 
have followed the testimony most care 
fully think that, while Schley will be 
acquitted on a majority of the speci- 
fications of the precept, he will not 
escape censure on at least three of the 
specifications.

186 tons of unbleached sulphite and 120. 
tons of bleached soda pulp is figured 
at $35 a ton. The companys expects 
figure annual profit to the concern of 
53,000,000. After paying the interest 
on the bonds and 7 per cent on the 
preferred stock there, te left over 21 per 
cent surplus t0 be applied to the Tjay- 
ment on common stock or elsewhere 
The figures presented are certainly of 
-great interest to paper makers and if 
they can be made good at the mills of 
the company will open a new era in 
paper making in New England.

There has been considerable Interest 


says the North Adams correspondent 
of the Boston Globe, in the settlement 
of the estate of Francis A. Cady, who 
died in Ashfleld. Nearly all of his life 
was spent in this city, and here he ac- 
cumulated his property. Mr. Cady had 
marked peculiarities. 


In his will he did not mention the 


name of hie wife. He gave to Edward 
H. Arnold and Mrs. Hattie A. Marsh, 
children by his first wife, 
only $1 


each. These two appealed from the 
decree of the judge of probate allow- 
ing the will, but a search did not war- 
rant them in making a contest in the 
supreme court and none was made. 


The estate amounts in round num- 


bers to about $75,000. Nearly all of it 
is situated in this city, including real 
estate of about $40,000, that returns a 
good income. Dr. George L. Rice of 
this city, now the sole executor and 
the special administrator, 
while the 


contest was pending has filed his final 
accounts this week. There is now per- 
sonal property amounting to $37,092. 


The heaviest single expenditure made 


by Dr. Rice was $650 for a monument. 
His charge for services was $300. In 
the personal property there is $6290 in 
cash and nearly all the remainder Is 
in notes. There are notes given by 
Anna Cesana for $iS,000. 


Allowing that the personal property, 


after all the debts are paid, 
should 


shrink to $30,000. Mrs. Cady will re- 
ceive under her rights, even if her 
name was not mentioned in th will, 
$10,000, and the income on one-third 
of the real estate. The 14-years-old 
daughter, receives the great bulk of 
the estate. She will receive 
two- 


thirds of the personal property and all 
the real estate, except that she will 
pay her mother one- third of the in- 
come of the real estate.

"Did you ever step to think abouj kow 


friuoh it costs to keep a man clean, to 
keep in what the world would call a pre- 
sentable condition?" asked a rather fas- 
tidious gentlemau yesterday, who also 
has an eye to the economical side of life. 


"It is no small thing when you come to 


think about it, and independent of the 
things a man is required to buy during 
the year the bill will run up to a rather 
neat sum. A man is forced to buy- many 
things which are never counted in the 
cost of living wken he foots up the bill at 
the end of the year, and yet they tell in 
the aggregate v.-feea it comes to his baak 
account aud his'ineome generally. But I 
was thinking of the plain, ordinary prop- 
osition of keeping oneself clean. Take, 
for instance, the matter of laundry. The 
average cost to a single man is at least 
50 cents a week, and frequently the bill 
runs much above this figure. Clean 
clothes on this basis will cost ^26 a year. 
Then there is a fellow's barber bill, the 
cost of shaves, shampoos, hair cuts and 
shines and baths, and all these things 
tend to run the bill up. 


"Supposing that a man will take two 


shaves every week—and this is the aver- 
age—this would make a total ''of 104 
fchaves during the year, and at the mini- 
mum price of 10 cents for each shave it 
would amount at the end of the year to 
$10.40. Baths, on an average of one each 
week anchiit n cost of 25 cents for each 
bath, would cost $13 a year. If he aver- 
ages two shines a week at the minimum 
ot 5 cents for each shine, the bill will 
amount to .$5.20 for a year. One hair cut 
a month at the rate of 25 cents and one 
shampoo at the same rate would amount 
to |6. 


"Taking these things and allowing for 


tips and things of that sort, it will be 
seen that a man will spend probably $75 
every year in keeping clean, and when 
you come to think of this amount it will 
really clothe the average fellow who 
makes no effort to kee^ up with the 
changes which mark the course of fash- 
ion. 
As a matter of fact, there are a 


great many men who do not spend thia 
much for clothes during the year. 
It 


may be safely estimated that the average 
man does not spend so much in clothing 
himself. 
So on this basis the average 


man spends more in actually keeping his 
body and his clothe? clean than he does 
for the things which clothe his body, and 
these things manage to keep' his bank ac- 
count down to that extent."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

Recalled by the Death of His

STOKES PASSES AWAY 


Though Handicapped by Shadow of 


the Gallows He Became Conspicuous 


• la Great BnterpiJ§es and Amassed 


a Vast Kortun* 


New York, No*. 4.--Edward S. Stokes 


<ied Saturday niteittoou at the home of 
big sister, Mrs. M« Nutt. Succeeding a 
*evere attack whir h came while he was 
travelling in Canada, Stokes had been 
for some time in failing health. 


EDWARD 
STOKJ5& 


The career of Edward S. Stokes is al- 


tnost without a parallel in the history 
of our country. Heavily handicapped 
by the dark shadow of the crime which 
first brought him into prominence, his 
wonderful business ability enabled him 
to amass a great fortune, become one of 
the best known bonifaces in the country 
and to assume a controlling interest in 
come of the greatest enterprises of hia 
day. 


Stokes was bora in Philadelphia in 


£841. He was educated in Pennsyl- 
frania and won fame as a sportsman 
and athlete in his callege days. 


At 20 years of age he was a clerk in his 


father's provision store in New York, 
but looking for a wider field of enter- 
prise soon found a position in a Wall 
street broker's office. Here his natural 
ability and business shrewdness won for 
him the confidence and friendship of 
James Fisk, Jr.. a friendship which 
proved of great financial assistance to 
Stokes, and which continued until a 
dispute arose over Helen . Josephine 
Mansfield, an exceedingly 
'beautiful 


woman, under the protection of Mr. 
risk. Fisk accused Stokes of trying to 
alienate from him the regard of Miss 
Mansfield. 


The vice-president of Erie road then 


began a series of operations against the 
financial position of Mr. Stokes. He 
brought up the claims against his for- 
mer protege, and sought to force him to 
the wall. He had him arrested in 1871 
on a charge of fraud. Stokes was a 
fighter, and in these proceedings and 
in several others he stoutly defended 
himself. It is said he expended the sum 
ef $38,000 for counsel fees in the course 
of one year. He charged that Fisk 
owed him $200,000 on a transaction in o'l 
wells. 


Owing to the intrigue of the Mansfield 


woman, a suit for libel was also begun 
against Stokes. From the very first 
.Stokes had considered himself an in- 
jured and aggrieved person. The vari- 
ous law suits came to a tragic ending 
on Jan. 6, 1872, when Fisk was shot by 
Stokes at the Grand Central hotel 
Stokes and his friends have always 
maintained that the provocation was 
freat, even leaving out the element of 
•elf defense. 


The first trial ended on Jan. 15, 1872, 


the Jury disagreeing. On Jan. 4, 1873, 
Btokes was convicted of murder in the 
first degree. He was sentenced to be 
hanged on Feb. 28, 1873. 


Stokes' life was saved by the court of 


appeals, which reversed the conviction 
on the ground that a collateral issue had 
been tried, a'nd a new trial was granted. 
This time the verdict was manslaughter 
in tee third degree. It was found on 
Oct. 20, 1873. Stokes was sentenced to 
four years' imprisonment, but was freed 
three years later on account of his 
good behavior. 
' While In prison Stokes met Rif hard 
Croker and John J. Scanuell, who were 
awaiting trial on charges similar to 
his own, and the trio formed a friend- 
ship which lasted to the end. 


While governor of New York, Grover 


Cleveland restored Stokes, to his full 
possession of citizenship. 


Fifteen years after the tragedy Stokes 


was a representative business man. He 
•pent $1,000,000 is refurnishing and acid- 
Ing to the Hoffman house. He became 
the head and front of three important 
telegraph lines, a director in the Mac- 
kay-Bennert Cable company, and his 
directing and sagacious hand was felt 
In several other enterprises of more or 
less note. In appearance Stokes was 
(hen as fine looking as he was 20 years 
'before, the only noticeable change being 
the snowy whiteness of his hair. 


In manners Stokes was the most 


elegant gentlemen imaginable, having 
that courtly, quiet bearing which evi- 
denced beyond a doubt his native re- 
finement and aristocratic associations. 
He was very fond of horse racing and 
the theatre. As a connoisseur of stat- 
uary, painting, music and horseflesh, he 
•tood unrivalled in this country.

Stokes a woman who gave toe name of 
Rosamond Barclay advanced the claim 
tbat sbe was married to aim.

THREE BULLET WOUNDS 


Caused Death of Mrs. Jones 


at Langdon, N H 


SHOT BY GEORGE 8 BIGGS 


Who Had Been Quarreling With Her 


Son and la Said to Have Threatened 
to Wipe Ont the Whole Family- 
Slayer Surrender* After Tragedy 


Bellows Falls, Vt., Nov. 4.—After a 


quarrel between Cleveland Jones, 15 
years old, and Geaorge H. Briggs, a 
neighbor, iu Langdoii, N. H., young 
.Tones' mother, Mrs. Chauueey Jones, 
was shot and killed on Saturday by 
Briggs. Briggs gave himself up and 
was taken to Newport, N. H. His case 
will come up before the grand jury, 
which meets at Newport next Tuesday. 


Briggs was driving home some entile 


from a pasture near the Jones house, 
when Cleveland Jones came into ihe 
field and Briggs alleges that 1he boy 
purpogely frightened the cattle, caus- 
ing them to scatter. Young 
Jones 


claims that he went Into the field to get 
an old copper boiler there, and t':at he 
did not intentionally scare the cattle. 
A lively dispute is said to hav>-» ensued, 
Jn which hard names were called by 
both and there was much profanity. 
Finally Jones made a retort that an- 
gered Briggs so that the boy says Briggs 
said, with a horrible oath, "I'll ilean out 
the whole lot of you." 


Briggs then went to his house, a short 


distance away, and after securinz a re- 
volver, went to the Jones house, l-'i om 
the highway in front of the house he 
yelled that he would shoot the first one 
who came out of the house. Mrs. Jones 
and her five children, of whom Cleve- 
land Jones is the eldest, were In the 
house at the time. Cleveland Jones says 
that none of them went into <he jnnl, 
and that Briggs then came to the back 
door. The mother went to meet him in 
the hall, when young Jones says Brings 
fired bis revolver and Mrs. Jones ran 
into the kitchen, crying, "My '*od, he 
has shot'me." 


Briggs, according to the boy, then 


rushed into the kitchen and shot Mrs. 
Jones in the back twice. She ran into 
the sitting room and fell to the • floor. 
Toung Jones grabbed Brians by the 
knees and he says Briggs fired two shots 
at him, neither taking effect. The ie- 
volver by this time -was empty, and the

children succeeded in esr.ipiu? to a j 
neighbor's. 


Cleveland Joaes went to the ilfies of 


A. S. Cram**a justice of the peace, and 
pa:d Briggs .had shot his mother, but 
that she was not much hurt, Mr. Cram 
at once drove to Alstead, N. H., where he 
went to the office of Lawyer Smith, to 
have papers made out against Briggs. 
While he was there, Briggs' himself 
rame intc the office and said that he 
would give himself up, at the same time 
handing to Cram a revolver, supposed 
to be the oae with which the shooting 
was done. At this time it was fully 
loaded. 


Briggs seemed greatly excited, but 


was finally persuaded to return to his , 
home with Mr. Cram. Deputy Sheriff 
Boyd of Claremont, N. H., was sum- 
moned and took Briggs into custody. 


When the neighbors and the town 


authorities reached the Jones house they 
found Mrs. Jones' body lying on the floor 
in the sitting room, -where the woman 
had fallen when shot in the back. The 
chin was black from powder, showing 
that one shot mast have been fired at 
very close range. There were also two 
wounds in the back, within three inches 
of each other, and both directly back of 
the heart. The doctor said death must 
have been instantaneous after these two 
shots were fired. 


The neighbors say there has been 


much trouble between the Briggs and 
Jones families for the past six months, 
it having started over a dispute as.to 
a right of way through land which 
Briggs claimed belonged to him. Mr. 
Jones made an application to the select- 
men for this right of way. Briggs re- 
sfsted the laying>out of the road, and it 
is said by the neighbors that there have 
been continual quarrels between the 
two families ever since.

Langdon with a wife and two children, 
having come there three years ago. It 
is said that he has a wife and one or two 
children living in the vicinty of Barre.

he has been divorced from the woman.

pany at BeHows Falls for 15 years. 
He is a quiet man ad has a large circle 
of friends. Mrs. Jones was about 40 
years of age. 


Briggs' wife was in the field near the 


Jones house at the time of the shoot in?, 
but says she did not see It done and 
knows nohting about it.

Excommunicated Priori Humiliated 


In Presence of Many Parishioner* 
Chicago, Nov. 4.-In Holy Name 


cathedral yesterday, in the presence of 
fully 1000 parishioners, Jeremiah Crow- 
ley, the excommunicated Roman Cath- 
olic priest, was publicly humiliated by 
order of the authorities of the church. 


Father Crowley 
had entered the 


church unobserved, passing down the 
center aisle, and bad taken a seat al- 
most under the pulpit. Solemn high 
mass was being celebrated at the time. 
When the presence of Father Crowley 
became known, Chancellor Barry was 
hurriedly sent for. IJpqn entering the 
cathedral he went to the seat where 
the excommunicated clergyman was 
kneeling and ordered him to leave the 
church. Father Crowley refused to go, 
saying: "Put me out if you dare." 


The strain was intense. There was no 


resort to force, however. Chancellor 
Barry signalled to a man In the choir 
loft and the sound of the organ ceased 
and the singing of the choir was hushed. 
The priests in the altar stopped the 
solemn service and walked to the 
benches and laid aside Their vestments. 
The altar boys marched out of the 
sanctuary through a side door and the 
priests, clad in their cassocks, followed. 
The next moment the hundreds of incan- 
descent lights in the vaulted 
arches 


were extinguished and the candle light* 
on the altar were put out. 


The strain was broken when Chan- 


cellor Barry appeared in the pulpit and 
said: "Owing to the presence in this 
sacred edifice of a'n excommunicated 
priest, the solemn high mass has been 
suspended. We will proceed with a 
low mass." 


No sermon was delivered, however, 


and the mass was at an end before »he 
congregation was- calm agai». The 
parishioners lingered around the cath- 
edral and watched the deposed priest as 
he hurried away. None spoke to him.

insurrection in the island of Samar and 
the province ftf Balangas (.Luzon) and at 
a few other points, due to noisy Fili- 
pino agitators, have caused a feeling of 
unrest in the minds of both Filipinos 
and Americans; and the effect ef their 
cotinuance would be to make impossible 
the very thuigs these agitators claim 
they most desire. Such 
endeavors 


serve to recruit the ranks of the in- 
surgents and to postpone the era of good 
feeling and fellowship which must 
come. 


"No excuse exists for secret political 


organizations. Their intent must be 
evil. No matter what may have been 
the opinion of the Filipinos regarding 
the sovereignty of the American gov- 
ernment, the fact remains that the 
Imericans are here, and moreover, 
here they intend to stay."

CUTTING DIAMONDS. 


SAVOKY MEAT SACCES. 


By Loiu* Ilcie. 


To be an up-to-date cook toJay it is 


as necessary to know how to make good 
meat sauces as it is to know how to 
prepare a joint foi the oven. Indeed, by 
the USD of a good sauce it is often pos- 
sible to use A much cheaper grade of 
meat and in this way makf a material 
saving in the bill of the* butcher. 
Of 


course the saviug will only folUw wLea 
the more inexpcnshe sauces are u^ed, 
and for some of this kind I will give 
you recipes. Of necessity, the bans of 
most of these sauces is flour, butter and 
Stock or gravy. 


Onion Sauce. 
Peel and boil until tender half a 


dozen good-sized onions; drain them 
thoroughly and cut into small pieces. 
Put into a stewpan with some white 
stock and cook for three minutes; then 
rub through a sieve; put back into the 
saucepan, add sufficient cream to make 
the sauce of the consistency desired, let 
it get hot, season with salt to taste and 
serve. 


Parsley Sauce. 


Take one-half nt a cupful of butter 


and put one-half of it iu a btewpan to 
melt; add two tablespoonfnls of flour to 
the melted butter aud mix well; add one 
pint of hot water, a little at a time, and 
stir rapidly as it thickens; -when, per- 
fectly smooth add the remainder of the 
butter iu small pieces, and stir until it 
is all absorbed, add salt and pepper to 
taste. Just before removing from the 
fire add two tablespooufuls of chopped 
parsley. 


A few drops of turpentine in hot starch 


add luster to ironed linen. 


If the ceiling becomes smoked from a 


lamp, wash off the blackened surface 
with a little weak soda' water. 


Drain pipes should be regularly clean- 


ed at least once a week with, limewater, 
carbolic acid or chloride of lime. 


If your bath sponge is sticky, let it 


•oak for awhile in, water to which a lit- 
tle household ammonia has been added. 


A lump of arrowroot tied in a thick 


cotton rag and boiled, with linens and 
cottons imparts an odor to them that is 
pleasing. 


It is said children's or any clothing can' 


be made noninflammable by rinsing them 
after washing in a solution of alum and 
water and that if they then come in con- 
tact with flame they will only smolder. 


Wood pulp is said to maka an excellent 


water dressing for wounds, for the reason 
that it absorbs a large quantity and holds 
it well, evaporation being slow. It also 
retains heat well, so that it is serviceable 
for both cold and hot poultices. 


When a blood vessel is severed or cut 


In the arm or leg, a tourniquet should be 
made of a handkerchief with a knot in 
it tightly twisted so that the knot covers 
the artery or main blood vessel. When 
the blood stops flowing, the pressure 
should cease.

The Varloaa Stages of a Delicate and 


Interesting Process. 


"The diamond, when mined," said an 


expert, '"is very often of a shape so un- 
even that, in preference to cutting half 
off and letting that part go to dust, as 
was formerly done, incisions are now 
made running with the grain of the dia- 
mond. The incision is made with the 
sharp edge of another diamond. The 
cleaving knife is then inserted and given 
a sharp tap, and the stone will split as 
the grain runs, and thus two or more 
smaller but better shaped diamonds are 
made. 


"After the diamond is cleft it is neces- 


sary to do the rough cutting technically 
known as 'bruting.' 
This is done by 


affixing two diamonds on the ends of 
two boxwood sticks with a very hard 
cement. One is then rubbed against the 
other, and 'diamond cuts diamond.' They 
are held over a cutting box having two 
iron pegs for levers and containing finely 
perforated brass pans, through which 
the dust falls, the chips remaining in the 
' top pan.- 


"The stone, having been cut to the sat- 


isfaction of the master, is taken to the 
polishing room, where a setter selects a 
suitable sized brass cup, called a 'dope,' 
fills it with a mixture of lead and tin 
and melts it in a gas flame. Having 
worked the solder to it* proper shape he 
places the diamond in the center, leaving 
only a very small part exposed. A mark is 
made on the solder before it becomes 
thoroughly set, and then the stone is 
passed on to the polisher. By the mark 
made on the solder the latter knovrs at 
once the precise run of the grain and tho 
way iu which it will polish to the best 
advantage en the mill. 


"The first operation is the making of 


the 'table' of the diamond. This done, it 
is handed back to the setter that he may 
take it out of the solder and reset it for 
the first corner, called the fiat corner. 
The solder is again marked to indicate 
to the polisher the run of the grain of 
this particular corner, and so the process 
Is continued until the diamond is polished 
throughout. Every facet has a name, 
aad every name denotes the grain and 
how to polish that particular facet. The 
polisher uses a circular disk composed of 
soft, porous iron, BO that as the diamond 
is polished away in the form of dust it 
enters the pores of the iron, the result 
being that we have the diamond cutting 
the diamond again. 


"Without the assistance of the diamond 


dust the iron would not make the slightest 
impression on the diamond. The polish- 
ing wheel or disk is propelled by steam 
power and makes 2,000 to 3,000 revolu- 
tions in a minute. Before the silently re- 
volving disks you will see men so intent 
upon their work that they have eyes for 
nothing else; for, notwithstanding the 
perfection of the machinery, the skill of 
the workmen remains of primal impor- 
tance. It is with their fingers and thumbs 
that they adjust the points, edges and 
facets of the diamond with extreme ac- 
curacy, keeping them constantly moist 
with diamond dust and olive oil. The 
thumbs of the workmen, being used con- 
tinually and with much force, become 
greatly enlarged. 


"The beauty of a cut or finished stone 


depends so much upon the form and posi- 
tion of the facets that a moderately fine 
stone, well cut and polished, is of far 
greater value than a large one less artis- 
tically worked. It sometimes happens 
that the lapidary receives a stone of very 
unfortunate shape. His duty will, there- 
fore be to take all possible care to pre- 
serve its size and, hiding its faults, give 
it such a form, as shall send it forth with 
the greatest weight consistent with beau- 
ty and brilliancy."—Indianapolis Journal. 


Russian Sauce. 


Mis thoroughly one teaspoonful of 


made mustard, four tabiespoonfuls of 
grated horseradish, one level teaspoon- 
ful of sugar, one-half saltspoonful of 
salt, a little cayenne and two teaspoon- 
fuls of vinegar. This is good on cold 
meats. 


Calory Sauce. 


Cut three heads of celery into small 


pieces, cover with boiling salted water 
and let simmer for one hour; mix two 
tabiespoonfuls of flour with one-half 
cupful of butter, pour in one pint of 
boiling milk and stir until smooth; add 
the drained celery, cook slowly for ten 
minutes, stirring constantly, and season 
with salt, pepper and a little mace. 
Tnis is nice with boiled turkey.

Explosive* Made From Sairdnit. 
A long list could be given of explosives 


and varieties of gunpowder that have 
been made from sawdust. In some tha 
sawdust is used as an absorbent, as with 
nitroglycerin; in others as a filler, while 
in still others if is converted into forms 
of pyroxiline. By heatkig sawdust with 
caustic alkali and sulphur a brown dye 
is obtained, which is cheap and fast, re- 
sisting both acids and alkalies and dye* 
ing cotton without a mordant. By heat- 
ing sawdust with caustic alkali oxalic 
acid is formed. A large amount of 
oxalic acid on the market is made by this 
process.—Forum.

two tablespoonfuls of vinegar. Stir un- 
til brown, add one pint of stock and 
simmer for fifteen minutes. Strain, adn 
one-half tumbler of currant jelly and 
stir over a gentle heat until entirely 
melted.

Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter, 


blend in one heaping teaspoonful of 
flour; add one generous cup of hot milk 
and stir one way until of the consis- 
tency of cream, then add one-half a 
cupful of shelled shrimps and season to 
taste with salt and pepper.

'After wiping ck-an a knuckle of veat.

Tie in a bag of cheese cloth one 
tablespoonful each of chopped onion, 
carrot and turnip, a little parsley and 
celery, three clones and a blsde of 
mace. Throw this into the pot aud boil 
slowly until the meat falls from the 
bones.

of that mixed in vinegar may be used^ 
The mixture must be soft, and if need^' 
ed, a little white sauce or milk may also 
be added. 
Form this into croquettes, 


dip into beaten egg, roll in bread 
crumbs and fry in. deep, hot fat'to a< 
delicate brown. 


HAM AND EGGS A L'AURORE. 
Chop cold boiled ham very fine and 


boil six or eight eggs twenty minutes. 
With a sharp knife cut the eggs in 
quarters lengthwise, remove the yolks 
and press them through a coarse s,ievp. 
Lay the white pieces in warm waUti'. 
Make n white s.inro of two table&poon- 
fuls of butter and tlie same quantity of 
flour added after the butter has melted. 
Cook for a few minutes, then add slow- 
ly two cupfuls of milk. Stir constantly 
to a smooth sauce and season with salt . 
and" white pepper. 
Moisten the ham ' 


with a little of the satice, heat and 
place in the centre of a hot dish in the 
form of a mound. Pour the sance over 
it, sprinkle the top thickly with yolk 
crumbs and border it with the white ' 
pieces. 


PINE CONES. 


Cut slices of stale cake into circles 


with a biscuit cutter, and moisten them 
with a. little hot water. Chop fresh or 
canned pineapple into small pieces and 
pile it on the cakes, pressing each one 
into the form of a cone with a knife. 
Place them in a shallow tin close to- 
gether but not touching. Put the pine- 
apple juice into a saucepan and thicken 
it with arrowroot which has been first 
wet with water. A teaspoonful to a cup- 
ful of juice is about the proportion. 
Cook until the arrowroot becomes clear 
and begins to stiffen, then pour it slow- 
ly over the cones. This will form a jelly 
which 
should 
be trimmed 
carefully 


when cold so that the base will be 
round. 


LOBSTEK FILLING FOR PAT- 
TIES. 


Put one tablespoonful of butter into a

sides with alternate strips of carrot and 
turnip.

Smooth the top and cut off the 
vegetables even with the top of the pan 
and place it in another pan of hot 
water. Put both in the oven for a few 
minutes, turn the chartreuse on to a flat 
dish and serve with a white sauce.

Cut bread into even pieces, toast

WHITE SOUP. 


Put one pint of milk into a double 


boiler, add to it one pint of white stock 
and a white roux made of one table- " 
spoonful of butter and one of flour 
cooked logether. Smooth this with a lit- 
tle of the cold milk before adding it to 
the soup. Let it reach the boiling point, 
season to taste aud strain into the fa- 
reen, then add one tablespoonful or 
more of white chicken meat or veal, cut 
into dice, or chopped celery or rice. 
This makes soup enough for four per- 
sons. 


ORANGE SALAD. 
If possible, use sour oranges for 


salad. If sweet ones are the only or- 
anges available, strain lemon juice ovee 
them after they have been sliced.

A GIANT POPtAR. 


Ian Illinois Tree That Ha* Six Ce»- 


tvrlea Behind It. 


Few people are aware that Gross 


Point, HI., has probably the largest tree 
in the United States with the exception 
of the redwoods of California. It is an 
historical tree as well as a sylvan giant, 
and, wbiit other states point with pride 
to their Washington elms and Eliot oaks, 
•Illinois can go them one better by not 
only ahow&g her Black Hawk tree, but 
at the same time hare the satisfaction 
of a tree of luxuriant and 
graceful 


growth and of unusual proportions. 


The tree is situated in the center of a 


field located about two and a half miles 
west of the town of Gross Point. 


The big tree is a p.oplar and has been 


estimated by an English forester who 
visited it several years ago to be over 
600 years old. It is over 130 feet in 
height and weuld reach to the tenth story 
of a modern skyscraper. 
The great 


spread to the lower part of the trunk is 
probably what has kept the tree stand- 
ing. At a distance of three feet from the 
ground it has a circumference of thirty- 
two feet, which incloses a. chamber that 
has been the scene of Indian councils, 
robbers' dens and family gatherings 01 
bears and other animals. 


The opening is 4 feet 8 inches wide by 


8 feet 6 inches high and this leads into 
a small floor 2 feet 10 inches by 11 feet 
6 inches. 


From a point about twenty feet above 


the ground the trunk runs up symmet- 
rically with a diameter of about five feet 
to a distance of nearly seventy feet 
to where the first limb branches from the 
main trunk. Only one limb has fallen in 
forty years, and the wood from it sup- 
plied the farmer with sufficient firewood 
for the winter. 


In 1832 forest fires raged ovet the sec- 


tion of the country where the tree stands, 
denuding large areas of valuable timber, 
and the preservation of the Black Hawk 
led the Indians to believe that it was 
under tho protection of the Great Spirit, 
and hence it was. looked upon as "mcdi 
cine" and became the Mecca of the medi- 
cine men of the various tribes that roam- 
ed the country. 


The belief that pieces of the bark pos- 


sessed special virtues is still maintained 
by many of the country,maidens of the 
vicinity who seek to obtain or to hole 
the admiration of the rustic swains by 
carrying .fragments of the old tree about 
with them. 


During the latter part .of the twenties 


Sylvester Beckwith and his mate, Nelson 
Naper, were wrecked at Glencoe, then 
called by the neighboring Germans Ewige 
Qual, or everlasting punishment. 


Beckwith settled at Niles, then known 


as Dutchman's Point, aad Naper started 
a settlement which became the town of 
Napervilie. 
This settlement was the 


scene of some of the worst depredations 
committed by the Sacs during the Black 
Hawk war. 


The wily chief of the Sacs, because ol 


unfair treatment which he fancied that 
he had received from the government, 
went on the warpath in the spring ol 
1832, and his principal point of assem- 
blage was around the big tree. Naper 
was notified that Black Hawk was, near 
at hand, and, after sending the women 
and children to Fort Dearborn, he re- 
paired with his men to a Pottawatomie 
camp in the big woods. 


A squaw told them that Black Hawk 


and his braves were dancing the war 
dance around the big tree only four miles 
distant and that they had better puc-a- 
che, which, being interpreted, means to 
get a move on oneself. 
They moved, 


but the town was demolished, and at 
Indian Creek all were murdered.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

LUCK IN ODD NUMBERS. 


Numeral Nine Sold to Be On* ol tfc* 


Moit Fortunate. 


' My particular" idiosyncrasy, saya a 
writer in Notes and Queries, is in favor 
of odd numbers. How I acquired the 
hormlcss passion happened In this way: 
Among my school fellows was a Turk- 
ish lad who was the first to point out 
to me a curious tow of numbers. We 
would take a string of figures at random, 
which we added up in lines till they 
totted to a resultant number nine or 
not. If they "showed up" nine we de- 
. clared them lucky; if not, not. For ex- 
ample, take numbers 187245 equals 9. 
So ingrained is ibis meaningless habit 
that I never buy a railroad ticket with- 
out submitting its number to this ridic- 
ulous scrutiny. Many a time I have puz- 
zled myself as to the origin of this silly 
habit, yet it would appear that the af- 
fection for number nine displayed by 
this lad reached Turkey via Arabia. 


According to the anonymous author of 


"Table Talk," published by Charles Knight 
in 1836, long residence ia Cairo by the 
famous traveler J.L.Burckhardthad also 
rendered him susceptible to the strange 
fascination of odd numbers. He spent 
many years in collecting a storehouse of 
Arabian sayings illustrative of the man- 
ners and customs of this enlightened peo- 
ple; 
but, strange to say, he stopped 


short at the number 999, "adopting," 
says my authority, "a notion prevalent 
among the Arabs that even numbers 
are unlucky and that anything perfect 
in its quantity is particularly affected by 
the evil eye." Whereupon the writer 
proceeds to give an instance that came 
under his own notice. 
At that time 


there lived in Islington a wealthy cow- 
keeper named Rhodes, who made many 
futile attempts to keep 1,000 cows on 
his premises in a thriving condition at 
one time, buf^vas invariable baffled. He 
could, however, keep 999 without experi- 
encing any loss of stock. 


A similar prejudice the author discov- 


ered to prevail in his jonrneyings through 
the remoter districts of France, Spain, 
Italy and Switzerland. Jews have for 
ages paid special veneration to the num- 
ber seven and its multiples, though a 
strong partiality for minyan, or number 
ten, has l»e«n fostered by the rabbis in 
the dictat of Ethics vi, 9. This prayer 
is impossible in synagogue without a TJO- 
rom of tin. I was told a funny story 
•bout it the other day by a scholarly 
contributor to Notes and Queries. Some 
years ago, being in Prague, he strcilcd 
on« Sunday evening inside the old syna- 
gogue to have a quiet look nround. Slid 
denly the voice of prayer startled him 
out of his musing*. The beadle had mis 
taken him for a regular worshiper who 
was late in arriving to form the regular 
number, or minyan.

USE OF PERFUMES.- 


Tbe Habit a. Good One From a Hy- 


gienic Standpoint. 


A considerable difference of opinion 


exists in regard to the propriety of us- 
ing scent upon tlie person. The practice 
is of oriental origin and had for its orig- 
inal object the desire to make the person 
pleasing to the opposite sex. 


It should bo remembered that the basie 


of all perfumes is an essential oil of 
some kind, derived either from flowers 
or leaves or artificially by a synthetic 
process. In either case the essential oil 
is a powerful antiseptic and possesses 
disinfecting properties not less in degree 
than those of carbolic acid itself. As ia 
well known, the essential oils absorb at- 
mosphoric oxygen, forming an unstable 
compound easily lending oxygen for the 
work of purification. Pine oil, eucalyptus 
oil and turpentine act readily in this 
manner—a fact -uhich probably accounts 
for the salubrity of the air of pine for- 
ests and eucalyptus woods. 


The nse of scent by many women is er- 


cessive and by men is looked upon as 
effeminate—a prcjudke that we confess 
to sharing—-ajcl yet the question natural- 
ly arises, "As vre study our environment 
to please the eye by color and natural 
effects and to please the onr by musical 
notes, why should tre not make similar 
endeavor to please the nose by agree- 
able and fragrant odors?" Fach sense 
ma7 suffer offense, find there is no reason 
why pach sense should not be equally 
defended in this regard. And the use of 
scent on the pocket handkerchief, which 
is where we commonly find it, is ca!1 
qulated to exercise a higher office th.in 
merely to please the sense of smell. 


The handkerchief may easily prove a 


oonrce of infection, for it is made to be 
the common receptacle of secretions from 
the nose and mouth, and the deployment 
of an antiseptic handkerchief is perfect- 
ly consistent vrith the dictates of com- 
mon bacteriological evidences. Tbe lib- 
eral use of ^cent on the handkerchief is 
calculated to make it antiseptic and to 
destroy the germs in it, ornng to the ac- 
tion partly, of the spirit of the scent 
and partly of the essential oils dissolved 
'in the spirit Before, therefore, we con- 
demn the persons who nso scent upon 
the handkerchief for practicing a foolish 
or luxurious habit we should remember 
that they may actually be doing good 
to thoir neighbors by checking tbe dis- 
tribution of infectious materials.—Lan- 
cet.

A LITTLE FISH STORY. 


T*o«t That Was Fvoxen Soil* 


For Eleven Year*. 


la 18731 was residing flt Junction City, 
• pretty little town located in a romantic 
•pot on the banks of Mill creek in cen- 
tral Wisconsin. The country at that time 
was new, and fish and game were plenti- 


/ ful. Mill creek was at the time famous 
as a trout stream, it being no trouble at 
all to catch fifty pounds of speckled trout 
in a faalf day's fishing. On Feb. 15, 1873 
~-I remember that d*te because it was 
my twenty-lirst birthday—I took down 
my rifle and struck -out into the forest for 
the purpose of killing a deer. I had wan- 
dered along the banks of the stream foi/4 
distance of perhaps two miles when I ran 
on to an old hunter who had cut a hole in 
the ice, through which he was fishing for 
trout. He was meeting with great snc- 
«e»s, for tcatteied all around him could 
ibe seen the speckled beauties, where he 
bad thrown them as he took them off his 
took. I was invited to help myself, which 
Ipyitation I cheerfully accepted, and I 
proceeded to put a number of the fish in 
toy gamebag. 


It wag just 4:47 o'clock when I return- 


led home that afternoon, tired and hungry, 
and after hanging up my rifle took one of 
the largest of the trout and placed it out 
in • large cold storage warehouse that 
cto«d aear nay house, intending to present 
it to Uncle Sam Carson for his breakfast 
the mejt morning. The fish was forgot- 
tea and, as a result, lay in that ware- 
house solidly frozen until June 10, 1884. 
Now comes the strange part of my story. 


On the night of the date last mentioned, 


Just about eleven years after this fish had 
been placed in the cold storage, the build- 
ing was totally destroyed by fire. Dur- 
ing the process of the fire the fire depart- 
ment, in the effort to save the property, 
Jiad thrown sufficient water to fill up the 
cellar, which, by the way, was walled up 
•in rock and cement and was therefore 
Arater tight. Three years later it was de- 
cided to-rebuild the cold storage ware- 
house upon the site originally occupied, 
•nd men were set to work pumping the 
water out of the cellar, which the rains 
had kept well filled. To our amazement 
447 fair sized speckled trout were taken 
out, besides the old one, which had evi- 
dently fallen into the cellar at the time 
the warehouse was destroyed, thawed 
•ut and spawned. The original trout was 
easily identified, one of its eyes haying 
been accidentally knocked out and a part 
of its tail broken off before it was placed 
in the warehouse.—Chicago Inter Ocean,

In the language of 2000 people who 


saw the football game on the Ridge- 
fleld grounds at Albany Saturday af- 
ternoon, Will'ams laid it all over Ham- 
ilton with a large margin. The score 
of 33 to 0 was a surprise to even the 
most sanguine oi the Wil'lims men, 
while for Hamilton it was the bitterest 
defeat in years.
